REFORM IN ADVERTISING. 


Optometrists of Kansas City Notified to 
Eliminate Comparative Prices in 
All Announcements. 

KANSAS City, Mo., Jan. 20.—One of the 
Kansas City newspapers notified several op- 
ticians Jan. 21 that their copy for advertis- 
ing must be changed, eliminating the com- 
parative prices. This action came after a 
meeting of the Kansas City Optometrical 
\ssociation, at which some of the opticians 
who had been using comparative prices had 
said that they would abandon the practise. 
The ads had promised $5 glasses for $2, 
and similar bargains, one even stating that 
the frames would be gold at that price, The 
situation had become so bad in Kansas City, 
opticians said, that t state was 
pointing to this city as a horrible example. 
There had been conferences between 
members of the association and of the ad- 
vertising club, and conferences with the 
advertising manager of the newspaper. 
inally President Watts, of the optomet- 
rical

association, secured the services of 
several assistants, whom he sent around to 
the shops of the opticians to find out their 
methods. Statements were signed by these 
investigators that the opticians merely used 
the bait of the low comparative price to 
attract people into the stores and then sold 
them optical goods at the usual prices—the 
same prices charged for such goods in the 
best stores of the city. 

Mr. Watts mentioned at the recent meet- 
ing of the association the information thus 
gathered, and said he was ready to turn it 
over to the advertising club or to the coun- 
ty authorities as the basis of prosecutions 
under the advertising law. I[t is not likely. 
however, that prosecutions will be neces- 
sary, as the newspaper that had been carry- 
ing so much of the objectionable adv -rtis- 
ing has itself eliminated most of it in re-

An overheated furnace in the store of 
Kling Bros., jewelers, Queen St. W., To- 
ronto, caused a small fire, with a loss of 
$125. 

Joseph Troup, Isaac Cohen and Jacob 
Gould, charged with stealing diamonds 
valued at $2,900 from Bernard Allen’s 
store on Dec. 20, were tried by a jury at 
the Assize Court, Toronto, on Jan. 19, and 
convicted.

J. E. Ray, Canadian Trade Commissioner 
at Birmingham, Eng., reports to the De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce that 
there is an opening for large quantities of 
tinned iron teaspoons and table forks and 
spoons, large and small.

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of the more onerous provisions of the ordi- 
nance and at the same time give the Police 
Department the authority it requires to 
supervise the purchase of second-hand 
jewelry in its search for stolen property. 
But whether or not this can be done ef- 
fectually is a question that appears more 
and more serious as it is investigated and 
carefully considered by the people most 
affected by the ordinance. 

The situation in a nutshell is this: The 
police of New York have been attempting 
to get aiter certain dealers whom they be- 
lieve to be “fences,” or at least purchasers 
of stolen goods with or without knowledge 
of the character of the property. Many 
of these people the police have not been 
able to reach, because they are ostensibly 
in business as jewelers, using the cloak of 
the jewelry trade to cover other practises 
not so legitimate. The police in drawing 
the ordinance to cover these people have 
drawn it to cover every jeweler, refiner and 
dealer in antiques. To find a way, there- 
fore, to amend the ordinance so that it will 
cover the real offender masquerading as 
a jeweler and not hit the jeweler who is a 
legitimate merchant is a problem that is 
by no means an easy one. 

What is more, the various elements of 
the jewelry trade are opposed to the ordi- 
nance for different reasons. The honest 
dealer in second-hand jewelry and antiques 
must fight the entire ordinance as it stands; 
the little retail jeweler will make his most 
serious Objection to the tax of $20 a year 
in the form of a license fee, and the big 
retail jeweler, the manufacturer and job- 
ber, who can afford the license fee, will ob- 
ject seriously to the idea of being classed 
as a second-hand or junk dealer, keeping 
records and being put under the supervision 
of the Police Department. The assayer and 
refiner will object principally to that part 
which compels him to hold for 30 days and 
record all shipments of gold, silver and 
platinum he may receive. In addition, in- 
dividual firms carrying on business under 
peculiar conditions will find other objec- 
tions to the ordinance, in whole or in part. 
So that in attempting to amend it the jewel- 
ry trade will not be able to agree as to any 
one change that will relieve the objection- 
able features, and if the desires of all ele- 
ments are to be heeded the ordinance will 
be so emasculated as to be in no way satis- 
factory to the Police Department, as it 
would be bound to leave loopholes that any 
crook could utilize to get rid of the super- 
vision which this department feels that it 
must exercise. 

That the Police Department intends to 
work vigorously on the line of controlling 
the disposition of second-hand goods is 
already manifest, because, as noted last 
week, even under the old second-hand ordi- 
nance (which they had re-enacted to run 
until the new ordinance goes into effect, 
April 1) a number of prosecutions have 
been begun against dealers whom it knows 
buy and sell second-hand goods How 
thoroughly the new ordinance covers even 
the manufacturing jewelry trade in the eyes 
of the Police Department was shown in the 
attitude of its representative last week in 
stating that even the goods of a manufac-

No. 7—THE LAW OF CONTRAST. 

HAT is there about display windows 
differentiates from an- 
other? That is, entirely aside from the 
lighting arrangement. Obviously the in- 
terior of a window must be illuminated or 
it would not be visible, but on the same 
block where perhaps there are three jewel- 
ers’ windows all brightly lighted you will 
find that one provokes more attention than

Compare the two illustrations shown here- 
with, but don’t dismiss them with a pass- 
ing glance. Consider that we are stand- 
ing together before these windows, and 
let us determine their relative attributes 
by an analysis which shall be based upon 


the lighting technique we have acquired 
together. Fig. 1 illustrates an example 
of what might be termed indiscriminate 


display arrangement. 

Let us apply “The Law of Contrast” and 
note the result. The most prominent fea- 
ture of this window is the lettering on the 
window-glass. Why? Because of the 
opacity of the letters and the contrast made 
by them against the brighter background. 
But here we are nonplused for the closest 
scrutiny fails to reveal a perceptible ele- 
ment of contrast between the merchandise 
and its background. The impression 
gained is one of a promiscuous blending 
of merchandise in such a colorless fashion 
that the eye strays listlessly here and there 
without being attracted by any contrasting 
feature. The curtain in the foreground of 
the window offers a slight contrast to its 
surroundings, but there is nothing about 
it from an artistic viewpoint to justify its 
occupancy of the center of the stage, and 
this valuable space from a commercial 
viewpoint is sacrificed to a predominant 
feature which in itself, should it moment- 


arily divert the attention of the onlooker, 
offers nothing in the way of suggestion 


conducive to purchasing. The articles 
placed above this curtain are lost and 
merged against and with a_ background 


which fails utterly to accentuate them, and 





in the same way the unsymmetrical array 
of mesh bags suspended above cannot pos- 
sibly attract owing to the lack of contrast. 
‘he same thing applies to the articles 
ranged on either side of the curtain and 
on the right the condition is aggravated 
owing to the congestion of merchandise. 
of course, desirable to utilize the

a moment revert to Fig. 2 and notice how 
the eye is immediately impressed with the 
contrast afforded by the articles displayed 
and their background. Here the mistake 
is made of using too many and too large 
display cards which has been carried to 
such an extreme that the articles exhibited 
are partially obscured. This is decidedly 
opposed to all ethics of artistic arrange- 
ment, yet it is an evil common to the ma- 
ort jewelers’ windows.

Testing the Hardening Temperature of
